I t’s only been three weeks since 
Domenico Dolce and Stefano 
Gabbana hit the headlines for 
sending pregnant models down 
the Milan catwalk, in what 
looked like the ultimate celebration 
of family. And now the pair have 
made the news again, but this time 
it’s for apparently going back on 
everything we thought they stood for. 

The designers are currently at 
the centre of a furore that’s divided 
the fashion industry, after declaring 
themselves <^^< 2 /m^gay adoption and 
even calling IVF babies ‘synthetic’ in 
a recent interview - much to the 
outrage of many fashion insiders, 
including Victoria Beckham. 

Despite being gay themselves - 
and asking a female friend to be their 
surrogate back in 2006 - Domenico 
was quoted as saying: ‘We oppose 
gay adoptions. The only family is the 
traditional one ... I call children of 
chemistry synethic children. Uteri 
[for rent] , semen chosen from a 
catalogue. ’ He also said he believes 
procreation ‘must be an act of love. . .

them to the attention of 68-year-old 
Sir Elton John. The musician, who 
has two sons born via the same 
surrogate with his husband David 
Furnish, retaliated on Instagram, 
saying: ‘How dare you refer to my 
beautiful children as “synthetic”.’ He 
then added: And shame on you for 
wagging your judgmental little fingers 
at IVF - a miracle that has allowed 
legions of loving people, both straight 
and gay, to fulfil their dream of having 
children. Your archaic thinking is out 
of step with the times, just like your 
fashions. ’ Sir Elton signed off by 
declaring he’d ‘never wear Dolce 
and Gabbana ever again’ and would 
be boycotting the brand in the 
future, ending his statement with 
‘#BoycottDolceGabbana’. The hashtag 
has now trended worldwide on Twitter, 
with other angry parents posting 
photos of their IVF babies in an act 
of protest, and leading figures across 
the fashion industry joined in, too.

W ho would lie about having 
cancer? It’s the question 
rocking the world as Belle 
Gibson, 26, the health-food 
blogger who supposedly 
‘cured’ her cancer by overhauling her 
diet, faces claims her multimillion- 
pound business was based on lies. 

Until recently. Belle’s story was one 
of triumph over adversity Her business , 
The Whole Pantry, was born in 2009 
when a then-unheard-of Belle began 
posting recipes on Instagram which 
she claimed were helping her heal ‘a 
malignant brain tumour’ doctors had 
said would kill her in six weeks. She said 
she’d shunned chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy for Ayurvedic treatments 
(a type of holistic therapy) and oxygen 
therapy, and removed meat, gluten, 
sugar and preservatives from her diet. 
And she claimed it had worked - the 
tumour was no longer a threat to her life. 

Inspiring story, right? Within months. 
Belle accumulated 195,000 followers, 
wrote a bestselling book and developed 
a recipe app so popular that it was set 


to be one of the few preloaded onto 
Apple’s watches. She claimed she 
donated a third of her proceeds to 
charity, and delivered motivational 
speeches all over the globe. 

It seems unthinkable that her story 
could be made up. But there have long 
been rumours about the authenticity 
of her claims, with entire forums devoted 
to uncovering ‘the truth’, along with 
pictures posted of Belle drinking 
alcohol and partying, apparently taken 
the week she was meant to have been 
diagnosed. In July 2013, Belle released 
a statement denying the rumours. 

This hushed the gossip for a while, 
as did her devastating announcement 
12 months later that the cancer was 
back, and had spread to her blood, 
spleen, brain, uterus and liver. While 
many reacted with shock, Australian 
magazines began receiving anonymous 
letters saying Belle was lying, not just 
about the cancer returning but about 
ever having had it in the first place. Then 
last week, a newspaper found that the 
£200,000 made from The Whole Pantry

app had never made it to the charity 
she claimed to be donating it to. 

It didn’t end there. Friends came 
forward claiming they’d never known 
her to be ill and that she wasn’t even 
called Belle. Eventually during an 
interview two weeks ago she admitted 
that not everything was true. ‘It was 
more of a misdiagnosis than fictional,’ 
she said of the secondary cancer. Then 
she vanished, removing her social media 
pages from public view and making a 
statement asking her family be left alone. 

However, while many have been 
quick to attack Belle, others are 
calling for more sympathy as to why 
she may have lied. ‘It is possible this 
was a lie for attention that spiralled 
out of control,’ explains psychologist 
Dr Paul Seager. ‘Social media allows 
those who have low self-esteem 
and are lonely to focus attention on 
themselves. That’s how this could have 
started, without any knowledge of how 
viral it could go. ’ Whatever the truth, 
we hope it comes out soon, for Belle’s 
sake and her community of fans.

We caught up with Kate’s personal trainer 
Nicole Stuart to find out how the actress 
gets that show-stopping bikini bod 


L ife’s pretty good for Kate 
Hudson these days. The 
newly single actress not only 
looks better than ever but, 
judging by her recent choice 
of tiny bikinis during a visit to Malibu 
with her old friend, Coldplay ’s Chris 
Martin, she’s only too happy to show 
offher super-toned body, too. 

Now, after chatting to her trainer, 
Nicole Stuart, Zoo^ can reveal that 
Kate has always worked really hard 
to look this good. But she’s recently 
adapted her workouts to suit her 
non-stop career and life as a mum 
to Bingham, ten, and Ryder, three, 
meaning she can do them wherever 
she is. ‘Kate’s been working out 
regularly for her entire adult life 
and has been training with me for 
around 15 years,’ Nicole explains. 
‘She makes it a priority to take at least 
20 minutes out of her day to work up

a sweat, no matter how busy she is. 
She’s very active anyway and loves 
things like dancing, yoga, boxing, 
hiking and playing tennis. But if 
she’s not doing that, she’s running 
around after her kids, so there’s 
not a day that goes by where Kate 
does nothing at all. 

‘It’s not that she loves working out,’ 
Nicole adds. ‘It’s a part of her daily 
routine, like brushing her teeth, 
and she’s got over that hurdle of 
not being able to make herself do 
it. She does joke that she “hates” 
Pilates and working on her lower 
stomach, but she also jokes that she 
“loves it”, because it really works.’ 

And if there’s one thing that Nicole 
says is the key to Kate’s body, it’s 
skipping. ‘That’s the secret,’ she 
tells us. ‘She carries a skipping rope 
in her bag everywhere she goes, 
and if she only has a few minutes 
free she’ll do some. Even just five 
minutes four times a day adds up 
to an entire 20 minutes of cardio. 

Kate would be the first to tell you
